With HP Instant Share, you can easily tag images in your 
camera to be automatically sent to e-mail addresses (including 
group distribution lists), online albums, or other destinations 
the next time you connect the camera to your computer. And 
with the direct printing capability, you con easily tog images in 
your camero to be automatically printed frie next time you 
connect the comero directly to any HP Photosmart printer or to 
any other HP printer with a front panel USB port. 

To further enhance your experience, you may purchose an 
HP Photosmart 8886 camera dock. {For information on 
purchasing the camera dock, see page 1 1 0.) The camero dock 
allows you to eosily download imoges to a computer, send 
images to a printer or television, recharge Hie camera 
batteries, and provide a convenient home for your camera. 

NOTE A dock insert is included in your 
camera box which enables your 
camera (and others of the same 
model) to use the HP camera dock.

Attaching the lens cap tether 

1 Wrop the small loop of the 
lens cop tether around the 
wrist strap between the 
plastic stay on the wrist 
strap and the wrist strop 
mount on the side of the 


camera. 


2 Insert the long loop of the 
tether through the small 

loop and pull to tighten the knot. 

3 Insert the long loop of the 
tether through the lens cop 
tether mount. 

4 Pull the long loop over the 
sides of the lens cap and then 
under the lens cap os shown. 

Pull to tighten the knot. 
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Attaching the lens cap 

1 Pinch the grips on the sides of the 
lens cop with your thumb ond 
finger as shown. 

2 Fit the lens cop Into the lens ring 
on the front of the camera and 
release the grips on the lens cop. 

Moke sure the lens cap snaps 
Into place. 

To remove the lens cap, pinch the grips on the sides of the lens 

cap with your thumb and finger, and pull the lens cap off the 

lens ring. 

Installing the batteries 

1 Open the battery/men ory 
card door on the bottom of 
the camera. 

2 Insert the batteries as indicoted 
Inside the door. 

3 If you do not have an optional 
memory cord to install in the 
comero, close the battery/ 
memory cord door and skip to Turning on power on 
pcge 17. If you wont to install an optional memory card, 
leave the battery/ memory card door open ond proceed to 
the next section, Installing a memory card (optional). 

NOTE For more Information, see Managing batteries on 
page 106. You can also use an optional HP AC power 
adapter to posver the camera, and you con recharge 
batteries in the comera using an optional HP AC power 
adapter or HP 8886 camera dock. For more Information, 
see Purchasing camera accessories on page 110. 
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Insfalling a memory card (optional) 

Your digital camera contains 16 MB of Internal memory that 
allows you to store images and video dips in your camera. 
Hawever, you con use an optlond memory card {purchased 
separately) instead to store images ond video dips. For 
information on the memory cards that are supported wifri your 
camera, see Purchasing comera accessc^^ies on page 110. 

NOTE If a memory cord is installed in the camera, all new 
images ond video dips will be stored only on the memory 
card. The internal memory and its file system ore not 
available when a memory card is Installed in the comera. 

1 With the bottery/ memory card 
door open on the bottom of the 
comera, insert the memory card 
in the slot behind the botteries as 
shown. Make sure the memory 
card snaps into place. 

2 Close the battery/ memory 
card door. 

To remove a memory card, press down on the top edge of the 
memory card, and it will spring outward from the slot. 

NOTE You can install or renove an optional memory card 
while the camera is powered on with an optional HP AC 
power adapter. 
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Turning on power 

NOTE You must remove the lens cop to be able to operate the 
camera. If you turn on the camera without removing the 
lens cop, on error message will display on the Image 
Display. See Messages on the camera on page 87. 

Remove the lens cap and th^ turn 
on the camera by sliding ^e 
^ ON/OFF switdi to frie right and 
releasing it. 

The lens extends, the Imoge Display 
turns on for a few seconds (see the 
next subsection), ond the Power/ 

Memory light turns on solid. 

Understanding the status screen 



When you turn on the camera, the HP logo screen ond then the 
status screen disploy for o few seconds on the Image Disploy. 


The main part of the status screen 
shows the current Image Quality 
setting (designated by the stars), 
number of pictures remaining, 
battery level, and flash setting. Any 
non-default Capture menu settings 
are also shown across the top of the 
status screen. 



The status screen is also displayed for o lew seconds any time 
you change the flash settings on the camera. See Setting Hie 
flosh on page 3 1 . 
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Restoring previous settings 

Some of the settings that you can change in the camera menus 
do not remain set of ter you turn off the camera. However, you 
can restore the settings from the lost time the camera wos on 
and hod at least one non -default setting (which could actually 
be several power cycles ago) by holding down the OK button 
while also sliding the ^ ON/OFF switch to turn on the camero. 
The restored settings ore then displayed across the top of the 
status screen. (See the previous subsection.) 

choosing fhe language 

The first time you turn on the camera, the following screen 
appears and prompts you to choose a language. 

1 Scroll to the language that you 

want by using the buttons 

on the Controller 

2 Press the OK button to select the 
highlighted languoge. 

NOTE You can change the language setting by using tiie 
Language menu option in the Setup menu. See Chapter 6 : 
Using the setup menu on page 71 , and then see 
Language on page 74. 
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Setting the date and time 

The camera has a clock that records the date and time ot which 
you take eadi picture. The first time you turn on the camera, the 
following screen appears offer you choose the ionguage. 

1 Adjust the volue of the 

highlighted selection by using 
the buttons. 

2 Press the 4 ^ buttons to move to 
the other selections. 

Repeat steps 1 and 2 until the 
correct date, time, and date/time format ore set. 

NOTE In the dote/ti me format, mm=month, dd=doy, and 
yyyy=year. 

3 Press the OK buttan when the praper values are entered, 
and then press OK again to accept the values. The Image 
Display then turns off. 

Installing the software 

The HP Photo & Imaging software allows you to unload images 
from the camera, view friem, print them, ond e-mail them. It 
also allows you to configure Hie Share menu on the camera.

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Windows 

NOTE For the HP Instant Share component of the HP Photo & 
Imaging software to function properly on your Windows 
computer, you must hove installed at least Internet Explorer 
5.01 on Windows 2000 or XP, or Internet Explorer 5.01 
Service Pack 2 on Windows 98, 98 SE, or Me. 

1 Close all programs and temporarily disable any virus 
protection softwore running on your computer. 

2 Insert the HP Photo & Imaging software CD into the CD 
drive of your computer. The installation window 
automatically appears. 

NOTE If the installation window does not appear, click Start, 
and then click Run. Type X:\Sefup.exe, where X is the 
letter of your CD drive. 

3 Click Next, and then follow the on-screen instructions to 
install the software. 

Your Windows CD moy also include bonus software from other 

monufacturers. To install any bonus software: 

1 Click Start, click Run, and in the Open box, type 
X:\Bonus\setup.exe {where X is the letter of your CD drive).

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Camera states and menus 

Your camera has three main states that allow you to complete 
certain tasks. Each of these states has an associated menu you 
can use to adjust camero settings or perform tosks in that state. 

• Copture—Allows you to take still pictures and record video 
clips. For informotion on using Capture, see Chapter 2: 
Taking pictures and recording video clips on poge 23. 

• Playback “Allows you to review the still images and video 
clips that you capture. For information on using Playback, 
see Chapter 3: Reviewing images and video clips on 
poge 46. 

• Share—Allows you to use the HP Instant Share technology 
to tag images in your camera to be automatically sent to a 
variety of destinations the next time you connect the camera 
to your computer. For information on using Shore, see 
Chapter 4: Using hp instant share on poge 58. 

Your camera also has a fourth menu, the Setup menu, which 
allows you to odjust a number of camera settings. For 
information on this menu, see Chapter 6: Using the setup 
menu on poge 71. 
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Chapter 2: 

Taking pictures and 
recording video clips 


Taking still pictures 

You can kike a picture dmost any time the camera is on, 
regardless of what is being shown on the Image Display. For 
exomple, if a menu is currently disployed when you press the 
Shutter button, the menu will be canceled, and the camera will 
take a picture. 

To take a still picture: 

1 Frome the subject for your 
picture in the viewfinder (see 
poge 28). 

2 Hold the camera steady and 
press the Shutter button 
halfway down. The camera 
meosures and then locks the 
focus and exposure. 

3 Press the Shutter button all the way down to take the 
picture. You will hear a shutter click v^en the camera takes 
the picture. 

After the picture is token, the image is displayed for severol 
seconds in Instant Re^ew on the Imoge Disploy. You can 
delete the image during Instant Review by pressing the 
OK button. You can use Playback to review the pictures you 
have token. See Using plo^ock on page 46. 
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NOTE The Power/Memory light will blink while the camero is 
saving images to the tntemd memory or to on optional 
memory card. Do not remove a memory card while this 
light is blinking, because it might corrupt the card. 

Recording audio with still 
pictures 

You can record audio clips that are attached to the still pictures 
you take. 

The following procedure explains how to record an audio clip 
while you ore taking a still picture. You con olso record on 
oudio clip loter to ottoch to a still imoge by using the Record 
Audio menu option in the Playbock menu. See Using the 
play bock menu on page 49. ond then see Record audio on 
page 53. 

1 Press the Shutter button all the way down to take the picture. 

2 Continue to hold the Shutter button down to start recording 
the oudio dip. Instant Review remains on the Image Display, 
and a microphone ^ icon ond audio counter appear on the 
Image Display as well. 

3 Release the Shutter button to stop recording oudio. 

NOTE You must hold he Shutter button down for longer thon 
2 seconds after the picture is taken to have the recorded 
oudio saved. Otherwise, it is discorded. 

Audio recording stops when you release the Shutter button or 
the camero runs out of menory, whichever comes first. After 
recording has stopped, the image is disployed for several 
seconds in Instant Review on the Image Display. You con delete 
the image and the audio clip that is attached to the image 
during Instant Review by pressing the OK button. 
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NOTE Because the camera does not have o speoker, you 
cannot hear audio clips when using Playback on the 
camera. Instead, you must use a television (TV) or 
computer to hear audio dips. If you have an optional 
HP 8886 camera dock, you con review the audio clips 
attached to your still images by connecting the camera to 
a TV via the camera dock. For informotion on how to do 
this, see the HP 8886 Camera Dock User's Manual that 
Nvos included with your camera dock. 

Recording video clips 

NOTE Zoom does not work while recording video dips. 

A video clip includes audio. 

1 Frame the subject for your 
video in the viewfinder (see 
page 28). 

2 Press and rdease the Video 
“E? button to start recording 
video. The Video 'E? 
viewfinder light turns on 
solid red. If Live View is on 
when the camera starts recording, o video “nDJ icon, REC, 
and a video counter appear on the Image Display. See 
Usir>g live view on page 29. 

3 Press and rdease the Video ‘cIP button again to stop 
recording video. 

NOTE If you hove set SeH>Timer to On or On • 2 shots in the 
Capture menu (see poge 38), the camera will start 
recording 10 seconds after you press the Video button. 
However, wi^ the On - 2 shots setting, the camero only 
records one video clip. 
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The camera automatically stops recording when you press and 
release the Video 'f? button ogain or ^e camera runs out of 
memory; whichever comes first. After recording hos stopped; 
the first frame of the video dip and Processing... appear on the 
Image Display. While it is processing, you con ddete the video 
clip by pressing the OK button. 

NOTE The quality of the video recorded and the o mount of 
video that can be stored in memory will vary based on the 
current Image Quality setting in the Capture menu (see 
poge 36). The default Best Image Quality setting will 
result in the highest quolity video recordings, but will 
consume more memory. In contrast, the Better or Good 
Image Quality settings will result in reduced video quolity, 
but will use less storage spoce in memory. 

You can use Playback on the camera to review the video 
portion of the video clips you have recorded. See Using 
playback on page 46. 

NOTE Because the comera does not have o speoker, you 
con not heor the oudio portion of video dips when using 
Playbock on the camera. Instead, you must use a television 
(TV) or computer to hear the audio portion. If you have an 
optional HP 8886 camera dock, you can review the audio 
portion of your video dips by connecting the comero to a 
TV via the comera dock. For information on how to do 
this, see the HP 8886 Comera Dock User's Manual that 
wos included with your camera dock. 
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Taking self-timer pictures 

You can also take still pictures using the Self-Timer settings in 

the Capture menu. 

1 Set Self-Timer to either On or On - 2 shots in the Capture 
menu. See Using the capture menu on page 35, and then 
see Self-timer on page 38. 

2 Secure the camera to a tripod or set it on o stable surface. 

3 Frame the subject for your picture in the viewfinder (see 
poge 28). 

4 Press the Shutter button holfwoy down. The camera 
measures and then locks the focus and exposure. The 
camera will hold these settings for the 10 seconds until it 
takes hie picture. 

NOTE If you immediately press the Shutter button all the way 
down instead, the camera locks focus and exposure just 
before the end of the 1 0-second countdown. This is useful 
when one or more subjects will be entering the picture 
during the 10-second countdown period. 

5 Press the Shutter button oil the way down. If Live View is on, 
o 10-second countdown oppeors on the Image Display. The 
Self-Timer light on the front of the camera blinks slowly for 7 
seconds and then quickly for the final 3 seconds before the 
camera takes the picture. If you set Self-Timer to On - 2 
sh^, the Self-Timer light blinks for o few more seconds until 
the second picture is token. 
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Using the viewfinder 

The viewfinder has a cirde and 
three lines superimposed on it. 

You con use the cirde in the 
viewfinder to center most of the 
pictures you take and all of the 
video dips you record. The only 
time you should not use the 
circle to center o picture is when 
you are taking dose-up pictures 
using the Mocro A Exposure Mode setting on the camera. 

NOTE The Exposure Mode setting does not apply when you 
are recording video dips. 

If you use the viewfinder to take close-up pictures in Macro A 
Exposure Mode, parollox error can occur. (This meons that 
some of the subject you see through the viewfinder will not 
oduolly oppeor in your captured image.) The lines above ond 
below the cirde in the viewfinder con help you correct for this. 

1 Set Exposure Mode to Macro A I hie Capture menu. See 
Using the capture menu on page 35, and then see 
Exposure mode on page 39. 

2 Frame the entire subject for your dose- up picture within the 
three lines in the viewfinder. Be sure that you line-up the 
upper-left comer of the picture using the porallox lines. 

NOTE It is strongly recommended, however, that you use Live 
View on the Image Display (see the next section), insteod 
of the viewfinder, when using ^e Macro A Exposure 
Mode setting. (Live View turns on automatically wh^ you 
set the Exposure Mode to Mocro A ) Live View alleviates 
parallax error when you are using Mocro A- 
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Using live view 

The Image Display ollows you to frame pictures and video dips 
using Live View. To activate Live View on the Imoge Disploy, 
press the Live View Q button. To turn off Live View, press the 
Live View O button ogoin. 

NOTE Using Live View consumes a lot of battery power. To 
conserve batteries, use the viewfinder instead. 

The following table describes the information that is displayed 
in the Live View screen of the Imoge Display when the camera 
settings are at their default values and no memory cord is 
installed in the camera. 

NOTE If you change other camera settings or install a 

memory card in the camera, icons for those settings and 
an icon for the memory card will also be displayed in the 
Live View screen.

Using auto focus 

The circle in the viewfinder and the two brackets in the middle 
of the Live View screen show the locus region lor the picture 
you ore toking. (See Using the viewfinder on page 28 and 
Using live view on page 29.) When you press the Shutter 
button holfwoy down, the camera uses this focus region to 
automatically measure and then lock the focus. 

The AF viewfinder light turns on solid green and the focus 
brackets in the Live View screen turn green when the image is 
in focus and ^e camera con lock ^e focus. However, the AF 
viesvfinder light blinks green ond the focus brockets in Live 
View turn red when the camera is unable to locus. 

If the viewfinder light blinks and Hie focus brackets turn red, 
release the Shutter button, re-lrame the subject for your picture, 
and then press the Shutter button halfway down again. If the 
viewfinder light continues to blink and the focus brackets 
continue to turn red otter several tries, the lighting may be too 
low, or there may not be enough contrast in the focus region. 
Try using Focus Lock (see the next section). 

NOTE When set to Macro A Exposure Mode, the camera will 
not take a picture if it cannot find focus. 
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Using focus lock 

Focus Lock ollows you to focus on a subject that is not in the 
center of the picture, or to capture action shots more quickly by 
pre-focusing in the area where action will occur. You con also 
use Focus Lock to help achieve focus in low lighting or low 
contrast situotions. 

1 Center the subject for your picture within the circle in the 
viewfinder or within the focus brackets in Uve View. (See 
Using the viewfinder on page 28 and Using live view on 
page 29.) 

2 Press the Shutter button holfway down to lock the focus and 
exposure. 

3 Continue to hold ^e Shutter button halfsvay down while you 
re-frome or adjust your subject for proper positioning. 

4 Press the Shutter button all the way down to toke the picture. 

Setting the flash 

NOTE The flesh does not work while recording video dtps. 

The Flash i button lets you cycle 
through the flash settings on the 
camera. To chonge the flash setting, 
press the Flosh i button. The status 
screen appears on the Image 
Display with ^e flash setting 
highlighted. Continue to press the 
Flash i button until the flash setting you wont is displayed in 
the status screen. 

Auto is the default flash setting. The flash setting resets to 
Auto when you turn off the camera. The following table 
describes the flash settings.

The camera measures the avoilable light 
and fires the flash if necessary.

The camera measures the available light 
and fires the flash with red-eye reduction 
if necessary.

"fill-flosh.")

The camera will not fire the flash.

Night 

The camera fires the flash with red-eye 
reduction to illuminate objects in the 
foreground. It then continues to expose as 
if the flosh had not fired to gather the 
background. This setting only works when 
taking pictures of still objects. You may 
also want to use a tripod for better result. 


NOTE The red-eye phenomenon is caused by light from the 
flash reflecting off the blood vessels in the retinas of the 
subjects' eyes, whidi sometimes makes o human's or 
animal's eyes appeor red in the captured image. When 
you set the flash to either Red*Eye ^ or Night the 
camera flashes twice, minimizing the red-eye in the 
captured images of humans or animols. 

It will take longer to take a picture with either the 
Red-Eye ^ or Night flosh setting. Ihe shutter is 
delayed because of the additional flash. In turn, moke 
sure your subjects wait for the second flash. 
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Using zoom 

NOTE Zoom does not work while recording video dips. 

optical zoom 

NOTE Frequent or extended use of opficol zoom consumes a 
lot of battery power ond can droin your batteries quickly. 

Optical zoom works like the zoom on a troditionol film camera, 

with physical lens elements moving inside the camera to make 

the subject of your picture appear closer. 

NOTE Press the Zoom Out M 
and Zoom In 4 controls on 
the Zoom lever to move the 
lens between wide angle 
and telephoto positions (1x 
to 3x). 



Digital zoom 

Unlike opticol zoom, digital zoom uses no moving lens parts. 
The camera essentially crops the image, then uses interpolation 
to ^ large the imoge to give the oppea ranee of the subject in 
the picture being from 1 .25x to 4x closer. 

1 Press the Live View d button to turn on Live View. 

2 Press the Zoom In 4 control to optically zoom in to the 
maximum level, then release the control. 
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3 Press the Zoom In 4 <^ontrol again 
and hold it until you reach the 
desired size in the Image Display. 

A yellow cropping frame 
surrounds the area of the image 
that will be captured. The 
magnification is shown at the 
bottom of the screen. 

4 When ^e cropping frame is at the right size, press the 
Shutter button to take the picture. 

To turn digital zoom off and return to optical zoom, press the 
Zoom Out 444 control until digital zooming stops. Release the 
control, and then press the control agoin. Digital zoom also 
automatically turns off when you exit Live View by pressing 
either the Live View Q button, Playback 3 button, or 
Share H button. 

NOTE Digital zoom reduces the resolution of an image, so 
your picture will tend to be more pixiloted than the same 
image token with opticol zoom. If you just intend to e-mail 
an imoge or post it to o w^site, ^is loss of resolution will 
not be noticeable. However, in situations where the 
highest quality counts (such os printing), do not use the 
digital zoom; instead, use the cropping tools in your 
image editing software to zero in on your subject. For 
better results when using digital zoom, you moy also wont 
to use a tripod to minimize comera shake. 
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Using the capture menu 

The Capture menu allows you to adjust vorious comera settings 
that affect the traits of the imoges and video dips you capture 
with your camera, such os their exposure, color, and resolution. 

1 To display the Capture menu, press the OK button at any 
time when the Image Display is turned off, or when Live 
View is turned on in ^e Image Display.

This sub-menu allows you to set the 
resolution ond JPEG compression of 
your still images, as well as the 
compression of your video dips. 

The Image Quality setting affects the quollty of the still imoges 
and video dips thot you capture with the camera. This setting 
also affects the amount of still images and video dips that can 
be stored either in the internol memory in the camera or on on 
optional memory cord. For example, the default Best setting 
results in higher quality images and video dips, but consumes 
more storage space in memory, than the Better setting. 
Similarly, more still images and video clips can be stared in 
memory at the Good setting than at the Better setting.

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Self-timer 


In the Capture menu (see page 35), 
if you press OK when the Self-Timer 
option is highlighted, the SeH-Timer 
sub-menu displays. This sub-menu 
allows you to turn the self-timer on 
and off. When you set Self-Timer to 
either On or Or» - 2 shots, the 
camera will to ke o picture 10 seconds after you press the 
Shutter button all the way down. If you set Self-Timer to 
On - 2 shots, the camera will also take a second picture about 
2 seconds after the first picture is taken. 

Self-Timer is good for situations where you need to minimize 
camera shoke. For example, keeping the camera steady on o 
tripod for a long exposure is easier if you use Self-Timer. 

You con also use Self-Timer when recording video dtps. The 
camera will start recording video 10 seconds after you press 
the Video button. However, with the On - 2 shots setting, the 
camera only records one video clip. 

The default Self-Timer setting is Off. The Self-Timer setting 
resets to Off after each picture is captured or video clip is 
recorded, and when you turn off the camera. For information 
on using SeH-Timer, see Taking self-timer pictures on page 27, 
or Recording ^deo clips on poge 25. 
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EV compensation 

In the Capture menu (see 
page 35), if you press OK when 
the EV Compensotion option is 
highlighted, the EV Compensation 
screen displays. This screen allows 
you to change the exposure value 
(EV) that is used when capturing 
images and recording video clips. 

In difficult lighting conditions, you can use EV Compensation 
to override the outomatic exposure setting that the camera 
makes. EV Compensation settings range from -2.0 EV to 
reduce the exposure of the image or video clip (darkening it), 
to +2.0 EV to increase the exposure of the image or video clip 
(brightening it). 

Use the ^ ► buttons to change the EV Compensation setting, 
then press OK. The defoult EV Compensation setting is 0.0 
(zero). EV Compensation resets to the default 0.0 setting when 
you turn off the camera. 

Exposure mode 

NOTE The Exposure Mode setting does not apply when you 
are recording video dips. 

In the Capture menu (see page 35), 
if you press OK when the Exposure 
Mode option is highlighted, the 
Exposure Mode sub- menu displays. 

The Exposure Mode setting 
determines how the camera sdects 
the ISO speed, F-number (aperture), 
and shutter speed for the given scene brightness.

When you set the Exposure Mode to Action Landscape 
or Poftrait the ISO Speed menu option is groyed-out in 
the Capture menu ond the camero outomaticolly selects the 
best ISO Speed setting. 

When you set the Exposure Mode to Macro A to take close-up 
pictures, be sure to use Live View. (Live View turns on 
automatically.) Parallax error can occur at close range {which 
means thot some of the subject you see through the viewfinder 
will not octuolly appeor in your captured image), and Live 
View alleviates this problem while you are using the Mocro A 
setting. If you want to use the viewfinder while using Macro A 
instead, see Using the viesvfinder on page 28. 
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Finolly, wh^ se^ to Macro A Exposure Mode, the camera will 
not take a picture if it cannot find focus. In ttiis case, both of the 
viesvfinder lights blink green, and the focus brackets turn red in 
Live View.

white balance 

In the Capture menu (see page 35), 
if you press OK when the White 
Balance option is highlighted, the 
White Balance sub-menu displays.

In 
contrast, because higher ISO numbers allow foster shutter 
speeds, use o higher ISO Speed setting when taking either 
pictures in dark areas without a flash, or pictures of fast moving 
objects. However, higher ISO speeds produce pictures with 
more grain or "noise" and, thus, con be of loNver quality. 

NOTE If you are taking o picture in low light conditions 
without o flash ond hove set the camera to ISO 100, you 
may want to use a tripod because of the resulting slow 
shutter speed. 
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The default tSO Speed setting is Auto, which alloNvs the camera 
to pick the best ISO Speed for the scene.

Printing images 

To prin^ images tha^ have been unloaded to the computer, you 
can use the HP Photo & Imaging software thot wos shipped 
with the camero.

You moy notice that the battery level icons occosiondiy 
fluctuate with the same set of batteries. This occurs because 
some operating modes like Live View and video recording 
consume much more power than other modes, ond will cause 
the battery level icons to indicate your botteries are low, 
because battery operating time in ^ose modes is short. When 
you switch to a mode that requires less power, like Playback, 
the battery level icon moy appear to go back up, indicating 
there is more time left in the batteries if you stay in that mode.

Nickel Metal Hydride (NiMH) botterles can be recharged by 
using a battery charger. NiMH batteries can also be recharged 
in the comero when the camero is connected to on optional 
HP AC power adapter or HP 8886 camera dock. Batteries are 
fully recharged vio the HP AC power adapter or camera dock 
in 15 hours. 

Some things to keep in mind when using NiMH batteries are: 

• Always rechorge both NiMH batteries at the some time. 
One loW“charged battery will reduce the battery life for both 
botterles in the camera. 

• For NIMH batteries to readi optimal copocity and 
performance, they should first be dischorged completely 
and recharged four separate times. 

• NiMH batteries discharge when not in use, whether they are 
instolled in a device (such os in the camera) or not. If they 
have not been used for more than two weeks, rechorge 
them before using them again. 

Power conservation 

The camera will conserve battery power by turning off the 
Image Display automatically if there is no button activity for 
60 seconds. If no buttons ore pressed for o totoi of 6 minutes, 
the camera turns off (unless it is printing or connected to o 
computer}.
